Sister Fights for Brother. 

The Mangers Wednesday refused to 
discuss the matter. They have let 
it be understood, however, that 
Marjorie’s actions are due to her 
loyalty to her 6-year-old_ brother, 
Harvey. It is hinted that other chil- 
dren in the neighborhood are fond 
of teasing Harvey and that, while 
Harvey is not able to defend himself, 
his sister is amply able to do his 
fighting for him. 

Mrs. Manger is the wife of the St, 
Louls manager of the Fred Harvey 
restaurants, The case was set before 
Justice of the Peace Moore Tuesday, 
but was continued. When it comes 
to trial the neighborhood will line 
up on the respective sides to the 
controversy. 

Cabanne told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that one night recentiyerke +} 
Eugene Dreyer of 5716 Von Versen, 
Monroe Price of 5644A Von Versen 
and E, J. Bingle of 5728 Von Versen, 
all went to see Magistrate Moore.

Each Has Two Children, 

Cabanne his two children, Olive, 7 
years old, and Goode, 5. The Mangers 
have the two children, Marjorie and 
Harvey. 

Cabanne said that several weeks ago 
he went home from his office and found 
Olive with the livid mark of a blow 
upon her forehead. She told him Mar- 
jorie had hit her and when he advised 
ner to hit Marjorie back, Olive told 
him Marjorie ‘‘was as big as Mrs. wab- 
anne.”’ 

Cabanne asked Marjorie why she had 
done this and declares that Marjorie 
told him convincingly that it was an 
accident, that while some children were 
teasing her she turned and inadvert- 
ently struck Olive. Cabanne then 
went home, he says, and spenked Olive 
because he believed she had been un- 
truthful. 

Two weeks ago, he said, his son, 
Goode, was coasting down the street in 
a wagon, when Marjorie hit him in the 
nose so hard that the nose bled for an 
hour, and the child is still under a doc- 
tor’s care for the injury. Mrs. Cabanne 
became so angry, according to her hus- 
band, that she chased Marjorie up on 
the steps of the Manger home and gave 
the girl a slapping. 

Blames Cabanne Children, 

Cabanne declares he asked Manger 
about the matter and that Manger told 
him Mrs. Manger was backing Marjorie’s 
actions.

REDUCED FROM 160 FEET 
Wabash and Other Crossing 


Changes to Be Urged, When 
This One Is Settled. 





Immediate action on the elimina- 
tion of grade crossings is to ve taken 
by the City Councii, according ‘to 
Councilman Lehmberg, who is chair- 


man of the Committee on Public 
Improvements. The first of the 
crossings to be considered, Lehm- 
berg said Wednesday, is that of the 
Terminal railroad at Union boulevard. 
The committee is expected to report 
on this at a meeting Friday in the 
Council chambers, and to seek im- 
mediate consideration of it by the 
Assembly. 

The abolition ordinance drafted by the 
Board of Public Improvements will be 
sent back, however, for alteration, it 
was intimated by members of the Coun- 
cil committee. The ordinance provides 
that the viaduct over the railway tracks 
shall be 109 feet wide. 

To Reduce Cost Two-Thirds, 

This ig the width of Union boulevard 
at that point, but Bernays avenue, 
which is the extension north of the 
tracks, is only 60 feet wide. Representa- 
tives of the Terminal contend that the 
viaduct should be no wider than Ber- 
rays avenue, and it is believed the Coun- 
cil committee will make this recom- 
mendation. The 60-foot viaduct would 
cost only $60,000, the Terminal’s repre- 
sentatives say. The 100-foot roadway 
would cost $180,000, according to their 
estimates, and would be wider than any 
similar structure in this part of the 
country. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, has been invited to 
the Friday afternoon conference to hear 
this question of width discussed. Bills 
sent to the Assembly by the board can 
not be altered, but must be either 
passed as they are or returned for 
whatever changes may be considered 
necessary. 


Others to Be Taken Up. 
As soon as action is taken on the 


Union boulevard crossing, the Wabash 
and Rock Island crossings along the 
northern border of Forest Park will 
Le taken up, Lehmberg said. 

- Each crossing is the subject of two 
proposed ordinances, one providing that 
the railroads shall assume all damages, 
and the other putting the consequential 
damages on the city. The latter is 
favored by the Board of Public Im- 
rrovements and almost the entire ad- 
ministration, including the Mayor. Forc- 
ing the railroads to assume all damages, 
it is argued would result in litigatiun 
that would delay the abolition several 
years.

Wife of Cavalry Officer, With 
Children, Is Visiting Parents 
in Webster. 


NATIVE BOY GOOD COOK 


Declares Life in Philippines Is 
Pleasant Since Americaniza- 
tion of Island. 


Mrs. Ola Walter Bell, wife of Capt. 
Bell of the Eleventh U, S. Cavalry, with 
her son, St. Albin, and her daughter, 


Cecille, is visiting her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Rene Poulin, in their summer home 
at Webster Groves. 

Mrs. Bell, who, as Miss Hortense 
Poulin, was a social favorite in St. 
Louis before her marriage and depar- 
ture from the city, is regaling friends 
with stories of the charm of living in 
the Philippines. She has just returned 
from the islands. -Capt. Bell, who ac- 
companied her as far as Japan, is mak- 
ing a tour around the world before he 
rejoins his regiment, which has been or- 
dered to the Mexican border. 

She declares that were it not for the 
separation from her relatives she would 
rather live in the Philippines than any- 
where else. Housewives there, she says, 
find the climate delightful and, best of 
all, they are confronted with no servant 
problem, 

‘‘Most of our work is done by native 
boys and they make the most desirable 
servants in the world,’”’ she explains. 
“The Filipinos are eager to learn and 
are remarkably apt. When my cook first 
came to me, two years ago, he knew 
nothing of cooking but how to prepare 
his own native dishes. I took him in 
hand personally. Today he can prepare 
and serve the most elaborate dinner and 
I never have to go near except, of 
course, to look after the table and see if 
everything is all right just before the 
guests enter the dining room. 

‘‘ We pay this cook boy $12.50 a month. 
We pay the houseboy, the yardboy and 
the laundress $5 each a month. The 
laundress is the wife of the yardboy. 
Her work will compare with that of the 
best French laundry.” 

Americanization of Land, 

Mrs. Bell admitted that the joys of 
life in the Philippines didn’t exist when 
she went there first, 10 years ago, Then 
Americans had to fear fevers, priva- 
tions, hardships of all kinds. When she 
first went there Mrs. Bell said she ate 
no meat for nine months and saw no 
ice for 18 months. Now things are dit- 
ferent, because of the Americanization 
of the country, especially around Man- 
ila, 

Marketing is another delight in the 
Philippines, according to Mrs. _ Bell. 
E'very day native women visit the homes 
carrying hugs baskets of fresh pro- 
duce from which the housewife may 
select. It is no unusual thing for a 
rative woman to carry a basket on rer 
head and child dangling at each hip 
while the husband and father, carrying 
nothing heavier than a walking stick, 
escorts the family. A Filipino man 
would scorn to carry either basket or 
child. 

Post Establishes Nursery.

Within a few hours after Mayor Lam- 
bert of East St. Louis had told a com-

The estimated cost of the Ger- 
bart approach is over $3,000,000, and 
$1,000,000 more would be needed fvr the 
completion of wagon approaches on 
both sides of the river and the ra"road 
approach on the east side of the river. 

Members of the House of Delegates, 
supporting the Gerhart bill, boasted that

the “hole.’ The Council favurs the 
Reber approach, for which the land has 
already been purchased or donated. 
Vetes For and Against Bill. 
Some members of the House said they 
knew the Council would not pass the 
Gerhart approach bill, but added that 
the House wanted to shift the respon- 
sibility for delay to the Council.

boulevard, Vassar graduate and social 
service worker, will lead a fight on un- 
scrupulous lawyers and employers in 
&t.* Louis. She has just been appointed 
assistant secretary of the Legal Aid 
Bureau of the Bar Association of St. 
Louis and will do the investigating. 
She says her social service work has 
taught her there is a class of persons 


who oppress the poor and ignorant by 
a bluff that can be beaten easily by any 
one with proper backing. She thinks 
she will have this backing in the Legal 
Aid Bureau. 

The Legal Aid Bureau will open for 
tusiness June 1, with offices in the 
Board of Education Building. J. W. 
Calhoun of 3024 Geyer avenue has been 
selected as the attorney for the work. 
for the Legal Aid Bureau and will 
Bive all of his time to the work. 
He is a great grandson of John C. Cal- 
houn of South Carolina, who was a 
Vice-president of the United States. 
The purpose of the Legal Aid Bureau 
is to thwart unscrupulous lawyers and 
to give free aid to poor persons who 
have legal rights, but not the money to 
retain attorneys to enforce them. 

Has Worked for Government. 

Miss Evans was prompted to take up 
legal aid work by- her experiences while 
working as an investigator of woman 
and child labor for the Department of 
Commerce and Labor. She was a teach- 
er in the East St. Louis High School 
when the Government sent out a bul- 
letin requesting the submission of theses 
on the subject of woman and child la- 
bor. Miss Evans submitted one and it 
won her an appointment. 

“Soon after I began work for the 
Government,” Miss Evans told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter,’’ I was in the house 
of a poor family in Alabama when some 
men came in and were starting to carry 
out the sewing machine. They didn’t 
have any right to the sewing machine, 
but they had those poor persons bluffed 
into thinking they did. But their bluf- 
fing didn’t impress me and the sewing 
machine remained at the house. 

“T was in the South investigating la- 
bor in the cotton mills for the Govern- 
ment for a considerable time and I found 
that a great many of the hardships of 
poor persons were due to the fact that 
they did not know that they were be- 
ing deprived of rights which the law 
gave them. 

“I have just returned from Chicago 


|} where I spent four days studying the 


methods of the legal aid bureau in that 
city. The directors of the work there 
had me actively engage in it and I had 
several interesting experiences. I 
brought happiness to one couple, the 
parents of several children, by causing 
them to get married. They had been 
common law man and wife and some 
difficulty arose over insurance on the 
father. We straightened out the legal 
tangle by making the domestic arrange- 
ment straight. 

“Another case of which I began the 
investigation was that of a Pole, a 
stranger to the ways of the United 
States, who got his first job as a porter 
in a saloon. He agreed to work for 
$i a month and his board. But the 
saloonkeeper gave him only 10 cents 
each week for a shave and 25 cents to 
spend on Sunday. Then they had a dis- 
agreement and when the porter was dis- 
charged he sought the Legal Aid Bu- 
reau to learn how he could collect the 
wages that were due him. 

May Settle Domestic Cases. 

“I do not think the Legal Aid Bureau 
of the Bar Association of St. Louis 
will take up divorce cases for trial in 
the courts, but we may be able to ad- 
just many domestic difficulties before 
they reach the divorce stage. I think 
many divorce cases can be prevented 
if the causes which bring them about 
are attended to in time. 

“One case came under my observa- 
tion where a man was made to look 
like a demon until the truth finally came 
out that the real cause of all the trou- 
ble was that his wife didn’t know how 
to cook. Of course, the Legal Aid Bu- 
reau will not have any cooking school 
as a side issue, but there are always 
ways to remedy such cases if they are 
tuken in hand properly.’’ 

Miss Evans also was connected for a 
time with the Juvenile Court in St. 
Louis as a probation officer. 

One thousand dollars has been ap- 
propriated by the Bar Association 
for the support of the legal aid 
bureau for the first year and another 
$1000 has been contributed by private 
individuals. The committee in charge 
of the bureau think $2500 or $3000 
will be necessary for the first year, 
and subscriptiong are solicited,

Stepson and Own Son of oe 
tave Beyer Allege They Paid 
for Real Estate. 








GAVE UP THEIR EARNINGS 





Say Promise Was Made They 
Would Get Estate—Lost in 
Three Jury Trials. 





In a suit on trial in Judge Grimm’s 
court, Gustave Beyer and his brother, 
Ernest, seek to divest their sister, Mrs. 
Lena Schlenker, of title to property at 
3626 Arkansas avenue. The property be- 
longed to the estate of her father, Emil 
F. W. Beyer, who died in 1904. He be- 
queathed it to his daughter in his will 
and left the plaintiffs $100 and $5 re- 
spectively. Gustave Beyer was his step- 
son. 

According to the plaintiffs, the elder 
Beyer agreed to leave the property to 
them if they turned over to him their 
earnings. They consented to do this and 
for years, they declare, gave their father 
and mother every cent they earned, 
The property was largely paid for with 
money earned by them, they assert. It 
is worth $10,600. 

Litigation over the property started 
in 1905. At that time Gustave and Er- 
nest Beyer began a suit to break their 
father’s will. There were three trials. 
The first verdict declared the will void. 
A new trial resulted in a disagreement 
and at the third hearing the jury sus- 
tained the will and a year ago the 
Court of Appeals affirmed this finding. 

Gustave Beyer did not tell his counsel 
that Emil Beyer was his stepfather un- 
til after the Court of Appeals had passed 
on the case. Then his counsel informed 
him he had made the fight for nothing 
If the elder Beyeér’s will had bean set 
aside it would have been held he died 
without a will. Then, under the liw, his 
estate would have gone to his own cnil- 
dren, stepchildren not inheriting under 
such conditions. The suit now on trial 
was filed, alleging violation of contract 

Gustave Beyer and Miss Margare‘ha 
Schweiger, who was left $150, were chil- 
dren of Emil Beyer’s wife by a former 
marriage. Gustave adopted his bot
